The Grand Jury 
of the 
104th 
District Court is to be commended 
for their action dealing with the lack 
of prosecution of m isdem eanor 
criminal cases in Jones County. This 
is a problem that has been aired in 
print from time to time but the 
grand jury is the first group to take 
any action on the problem. 
The grand jury report indicated 
that in over three years there had 
not been a single jury trial of a 
misdemeanor criminal case. 
Basically, the grand 
jury 
has 
expressed the feeling of most of the 
people in the county when they 
return rn ended 
that 
either 
County 
Attorney A. J Smith go to work or 
resign 
Smith has taken the position that 
his health will not permit him to do 
trial work and that he should be 
given an aide to bring these cases to 
trial. Smith admits that he has not 
prosecuted any jury trials since 1971 
when 
doctors 
found 
an 
arterial 
blockage and advised him against 
strenuous courtroom work 
Follow ing the grand jury report he 
reportedly 
has 
said 
that 
he 
is 
seriously considering resigning if 
the county does not furnish him with 
an assistant to handle trial work 
Since he is being paid county funds 
to perform the duties of the office 
that he was elected to, we can only 
wonder why he expects the county to 
furnish him an assistant. It appears 
to us that he should either perform 
the job he is paid to do or else hire his 
own help to do it 
He reportedly expressed surprise 
at the grand jury recommendation 
and said that it was no secret about 
the fact that his health was bad in 
1972 when the people elected him 
without opposition to another four- 
year term. 
Now there may have been some 
who knew about his health problem 
at the time he sought re-election but 
we doubt if the average voter knew 
about it 
.Most voters, we believe 
quite fairly, assumed that when a 
man runs for office he intends to 
carry out the duties of that position 
While we strongly oppose spen­ 
ding more county monies to do the 
job that Smith has been paid to do w e 
suspect that that will need to be the 
case at least until the backlog is 
taken care of. But we would strongly 
oppose 
the 
continuation 
of 
the 
county furnishing an assistant until 
it is proven that the workload is 
more than one man can handle and 
we don’t think that is the case in 
Jones County. 
The grand jury asked for and was 
granted the 
right 
to 
remain 
in 
session an additional RO days as a 
special grand jury to follow up on 
this matter. We hope that through 
this the grand jury will bt' able to see 
something come of their recoin 
mendations. All too often a matter 
like this is brought 
to light but 
nobody follows up on it to see that 
something is done. 


One of 
the 
m any 
im portant 
m atters that will come before 64th 
Legislature will In* the question of 
whether Texas should have a public 
utilities commission. Because of the 
recent 
law suits against 
South 
western Bell Telephone Company 
this idea of a public utilities com ­ 
mission has caught favor from many 
quarters 
One of the strongest arguments 
tor such a commission has been that 
Texas is the only state that does not 
have one. But since Texas also is 
blessed with well below average 
rates we do not find this to be much 
of an argument for such a com 
mission. 
Given a little time such a com ­ 
mission would end up going one of 
two ways, either it would restrict the 
utilities to the point of destroying

resign if he is unable to do so 
or refuses 
The action cam e following 
an investigation by the grand 
jury that noted that Smith 
had not tried a misdemeanor 
case before a jury in more 
than three years 
Sm ith, 
following 
the 
resolution, said that he is 
‘‘seriously 
considering'* 
resigning if the county does 
not 
furnish 
him 
with 
an 
assistant 
to 
handle 
trial 
work 
The grand jury had further 
recommended that if Smith 
will 
“neither 
perform his 
duties nor resign the office’* 
that 
Jo n e s 
County 
c o m ­ 
m ission ers 
‘‘im m ed iately 
petition the Attorney General 
of the State of Texas to m- 
stitttte removal from office 
proceedings ’’ 
Smith said that step would 
not be necessary because he 
would resign first

And What Have You 


By BOB C R A IG 


The Grand Jury of the 
104th 
District Court is to be commended 
for their action dealing with the lack 
of prosecution of m isdem eanor 
criminal cases in Jones County. This 
is a problem that has been aired in 
print from time to time but the 
grand jury is the first group to take 
any action on the problem. 
The grand jury report indicated 
that in over three years there had 
not been a single jury trial of a 
misdemeanor criminal case. 
Basically, the grand jury 
has 
expressed the feeling of most of the 
people in the county when they 
rcommended 
that 
either 
County 
Attorney A. J. Smith go to work or 
resign. 
Smith has taken the position that 
his health will not perm it him to do 
trial work and that he should be 
given an aide to bring these cases to 
trial. Smith adm its that he has not 
prosecuted any jury trials since 1971 
when doctors 
found 
an 
arterial 
blockage and advised him against 
strenuous courtroom work. 
Following the grand jury report he 
reportedly 
has said 
that 
he 
is 
seriously considering resigning if 
the county does not furnish him with 
an assistant to handle trial work. 
Since he is being paid county funds 
to perform the duties of the office 
that he was elected to, we can only 
wonder why he expects the county to 
furnish him an assistant. It appears 
to us that he should either perform 
the job he is paid to do or else hire his 
own help to do it. 
He reportedly expressed surprise 
at the grand jury recom m endation 
and said that it was no secret about 
the fact that his health was bad in 
1972 when the people elected him 
without opposition to another four- 
year term . 
Now’ there may have been some 
who knew about his health problem 
at the tim e he sought re-election but 
we doubt if the average voter knew 
about it. Most voters, we b e l i e v e 
quite fairly, assum ed that when a 
man runs for office he intends to 
carry out the duties of that position. 
While we strongly oppose spen­ 
ding more county monies to do the 
job that Smith has been paid to do we 
suspect that that will need to be the 
case at least until the backlog is 
taken care of. But we w ould strongly 
oppose 
the 
continuation 
of 
the 
county furnishing an assistant until 
it is proven that the workload is 
more than one man can handle and 
we don’t think that is the case in 
Jones C ounty. 
The grand jury asked for and was 
granted the 
right 
to remain 
in 
session an additional fin days as a 
special grand jury to follow up on 
this matter. We hope that through 
this the grand jury w ill be able to see 
something come of their recom­ 
mendations. All too often a matter 
like this is brought to light but 
nobody follows up on it to see that 
something is done. 


One of 
the m any 
important; 
matters that will come before 64th 
Legislature will be the question of 
whether Texas should have a public 
utilities commission. Because of the 
recent law su its against 
South­ 
western Bell Telephone Company 
this idea of a public utilities com­ 
mission has caught favor from many 
quarters. 
One of the strongest arguments 
tor such a commission has been that 
Texas is the only state that does not 
have one. But since Texas also is 
blessed with well below average 
rates we do not find this to be much 
of an argument for such a com­ 
mission. 
Given a little time such a com­ 
mission would end up going one of 
two ways, either it would restrict the 
utilities to the point of destroying

Smith Jr. either bring con­ 
tested m isdem eanor criminal 
cases to trial immediately or 
resign if he is unable to do so 
or refuses 
'Die action cam e following 
an investigation by the grand 
jury that noted that Smith 
had not tried a misdemeanor 
case before a jury in more 
than three years 
S m ith, 
following 
the 
resolution, said that he is 
"serio u sly 
c o n s id e rin g ” 
resigning if the county does 
not 
furnish 
him 
with 
an 
as sista n t to h an d le trial 
work 
The grand jury had further 
recommended that if Smith 
will "neither 
perform his 
duties nor resign the office” 
that 
Jo n es 
County 
c o m ­ 
m issio n ers 
‘‘im m e d ia te ly 
petition the Attorney General 
of the State of Texas to in­ 
stitute removal from office 
proceedings.” 
Smith said that step would 
not be necessary because he 
would resign first. “ If we 
can't get some help in the 
courtroom for trial, then I'm 
certainly considering getting 
out — for my own good,” he 
said 
‘‘I ve been turning it 
over in m y mind for a year or 
two. but I ’ve always been 
talked into staying on " 
Smith 
said 
he 
has 
not 
prosecuted any jury 
trials 
since 
1971. when 
‘doctors 
found an arterial blockage

Smith expressed surprise

Smith. 65. has been county 
attorney since 1967 when he 
was appointed to succeed Ben 
Niedecken who resigned. He

The county attorney said he 
will seek to bring contested 
misdemeanor criminal cases 
to trial before a jury im 
mediately, as the grand jury 
recommended, only "if I can 
get help to do it I don't a in:

Smith, who has practiced 
law rn Anson since 1930, said 
he and Jones 
County Judge 
Coon Thurman "have tried to

Under the system he in­ 
vasions. Smith said he would
